IN CERTAIN PRODUCTS 


Burden of Restrictions, It Is.

Great Britain from the Dominions, 
it is indicated by inquiry at one of 
the great packing houses here. The, 
proposal to limit the impartation of. 
foreign meats into Great Britain to 
an amount which British and Do- 
minion producers cannot supply, now 
before the British Cabinet, has con- 
. 8equently been received with interest 
here. 

The adoption of such measures. 
would affect American hogs. observed | 
one of the leading authorities in this 
field. Their sharpest effect would, 
however, fall on South American 
beef, in which American packers are 
heavily interested. . 

Norway’s Exports Grow 

Only a very small number otf live’ 
cattle are shipped to England from 
the United States, while the Europ- 
ean market for carcass beef is sup- 
plied from South America, where the 
great American packers have exten- 
sive plants. . 

Canada is regarded here es de- 
sirous of doing a bigger cattle busi- 
ness with Great Britain than it 
does, but is said to send there now 
possibly as much in the way of pork 
products as under preferential 
treatment, for the reason that Ca- 
nadian and Norwegian bacon is bet-. 
ter liked in Engind than American. 
which is far too fat for British 
taste. Norway incidentally has 
nearly doubled its hog production 
in the last two years and is cutting. 
seriously into American business. 
abroad.

All Outlets Combed 


However, the entire pork crop that. 
the British Dominions might muster | 
under a preferential tariff is re- 
garded as not meeting the demand, 
for the United States remains the 
great pork-producing region of the 
world. What are termed the “Bri'- 
ish packers’ in this country, firms. 
that are financed by British money 
and cater to British trade, would be 
adversely affected by such restri.- 
tions, it is pointed out, and the result 
would be unfavorable here. 

All the possible outlets for the 
large American hog supply have been 
combed already, and the fact that 
American bacon is not as well liked 
in England as British preciudes any 
prospect of offsetting restrictions by | 
lower prices, sald this authority in 
answer to questions. 

The Cheaper Products 

A direct trade with Great Britain 
in certain beef products. such as 
livers, tongues, oxtails and so forth, 
is carried on from the United States. 
and its amount is considerable. noted 
one of the chief beef men. Because 
of the great number of cattle pro-' 
duced here and their character. he 
said, the United States can supply 
the world, and to better advantage, 
than other countries with these par-. 
ticular products, most of which are. 
the cheaper portions. If British re- 
strictions covered these. it is grant-. 
ed the result would be unfavorable 
here. 

The burden of such preferential 
treatment. however, would fall on 
_the poorer classes in Great Britain. 

Trade With the Orient

TWO FACTIONS 
OPPOSE DAIL 


Nationalists  Pro- Treaty. 
but Antagonistic to 
Government 


DUBLIN, Dec. 14 (Special Cor- 


respondence)---The defeat of Jim 
Larkin’s strike campaign § relieves 
the tension in Dublin, and removes 
fears of an immediate industrial 
crisis which recently was thought 
to be impending. 

But politically the Free State re- 
mains badly split up into factions, 
the Government having to combat 
at the moment two distinct rolitical 
units outside the Dail. One of them, 
the Republicans, is avowedly anti- 
treaty -in platform; the other, the 
National group. is pro-treaty, but 
violently at odds with the present 
drift of governmental procedure 

This latter party, headed by Joseph 
recently withdrew in a 
body from the Dail; and while as vet 
no concrete policy has been formu- 
lated, such a policy is crystallizing, 
and, according to Sean Milroy, one 
of the new party's principal spokes- 


men. within a week or two they ex- 


pected to be in a position to state 
exactly what course is to be adopted. 
Ireland Weary of Strife 

The “Bloc National,” it 
sometimes called, May come to _rep- 
resent the most potent foe the ex- 
isting Free State Government has 
to face. Although out-and-out Re- 
publicans, led by Eamon de Valera, 
Mary MacSwiney, Countess Markie- 
vicez, and Austin Stack, are no doubt 
considerably strengthened by the two 
recent by-election successes, which 
bring their deputies up to 46, and al- 
though their present emphasis upon 
a “workers’ republic” appears to be 
gaining them fresh adherents re-

OTTAWA, Ont., Dec. 24 (Special) 
~‘T doubt if there is any sympathy 
throughout the rest of the Empire 
with Ireland’s attitude toward the 
Anglo-Irish treaty and its registra- 
tion with the League.” said Sir 
George E. Foster last night to a rep- 
resentative of The Christian Science 
Sir George was chairman 
Canadian delegation to the 
first Assembly of the League of Na- 
tions at Geneva in 1920 and was 
elected one of its vice-presidents. 

“Although the League has recog- 
nized the self-governing dominions 
as independent nations, they cer- 
tainly do not possess’ sovereign 
power. If they did, there would be 
an end to the British Empire,” ex- 
plained Sir George. 

“The act of registering the treaty 
did not give Ireland sovereign 
rights,’ he continued. “If Great 
Britain submitted to such action it 
would establish a precedent for the 
other dominions and place her “tn 
the anomalous position of being 
without authority in her own house- 
hold.” 

Extreme reticence in regard to the 
matter is shown by members of the 
Cabinet. Ernest Lapointe, Minister 
of Justice, admitted, however, that 
Canada was following developments 
closely.

Court Declares That 
President Ebert Is 
(;uilty of Treason 
3s Special Cable 

BERLIN, Dec. 24--The Laymen's 
Court of Magdeburg in rendering its 
decision in the Ebert libel suit ves- 
terday declared that “the proceedings 
had proved that President Ebert had 
committed treason,” and that there- 
fore he sentenced the editor to 
merely three months’ imprisonment 
for the minor offense of having in- 
sulted the President by calling him a 
traitor, when at the time he had no 
proof to sustain his accusation. The 
President has appealed to the federal 
court for revision. 

The court arrived at the conelu- 
sion that the President had commit- 
ted treason, the judge declared, only 
by adhering strictly to the juridical 
point of view of the case, and by 
refusing to take into consideration 
the motives of President Ebert or to 
attempt to judge his actions from a 
political, historical or moral View 
point. 

Hitler-Ludendorff Trial 

In this connection it is interest- 
ing to note that the Munich Peoples 
Court judged the Hitler and Luden- 
dorff putsch of last November ex- 
clusively from the point of view of 
their motives, and thus acquitted 
General von Ludendorff and sen- 
tenced Adolf Hitler to a compara- 
tively short and honorary imprison- 
ment. 

Everyone who joins, or supports, 
or helps organize a strike of ammnu- 
nition workers at the time of war, 
the court declared committed treason 
according to the law. President 
Ebert had joined the strike commit- 
tee of ammunition workers in 
January, 1918, where he failed to 
prevent the publication of a leaflet 
urving the continuation of the strike, 
and also. according to one witness, 
encouraged the strikers to hold out 
‘in the course of a mass meeting in 
the park at Treptow.

Boneo, recently appointed apostolic 
administrator of the archdiocese of 
Buenos Aires, has been categoricalls

The communication of the Foreign 
Minister incloses if an opin- 
ion of the Attorney-General which 
holds that Mgr.

opinion of the Attorney-General adds 
that the Government will not recog 
nize any act by the prelate in carry- 
ing out the rules of his office.

Special Correspondence 
AWN BANK, the house occupied 
by John Keats in Hampstead, is 
at length a public possession. 
The Hampstead Borough Council 
have decided to take it over as such, 
and to open it for public inspection 
on Mondays, Wednesdays, and Satur- 
days, at certain hours during the 
winter and longer hours during the 
suinmer. Certain prints which were 
on the walls when Keats resided 
there will be on view, with other 
prints and objects connected with the 
poet, and it is hoped that in course of 
time the invaluable Dilke collection 
of Keats’ manuscripts and other

This statement does not refer to 
the importance or extent of radio 
engineering, but to the type of de- 
velopment now going on in radio, 
as compared with that of past years. 
telatively speaking, radio has been 
crude heretofore, whereas the.prog- 
ress now being made is not merely 
empirical, but is more largely char- 
acterized by actual engineering de- 
velopment. 

We now have not so much the 
invention of devices as the perfec- 
tion of them. This statement is 
very general. There have, of course, 
been triumphs of engineering in the 
past history of radio, and, on the 
other hand, the process of “cut and 
dry” will continue to be used in the 
future. Nevertheless, broadly speak- 
ing, radio engineering has now 
taken definite form and is the tool 
by which further progress in radio 
will be wrought. 

While a number of outstanding 


recent developments arrest the at- 


tention, it is also true that very 
substantial progress is being made 
all along the line of radio engineer- 
ing. Thus, in the development of 
new and improved radio communi- 
cation methods or systems, we have 
marked extension of the. available 
frequence range, great improve- 
ments in directive radio transmis- 
mission, advances in the perfection 
of selective radio systems, and en- 
gineering development of line-radio 
or ecarrier-current communication. 

Among radio devices and applica- 
tions of radio there is outstanding 
progress on radio beacons, on the 
uses of radio for aircraft naviga- 
tion, on direction finders, and on 
radio vision. In the fleld of research 
and study of the problems of radio, 
we have important progress now 
going on in radio measurements, 
in standardization of apparatus, in 
the study and mitigation of the 
vagaries of wave propagation and 
atmospheric disturbances, and in 
the wide reaches of the interfer- 
ence problem. 

The most conspicuous development 
in radio engineering is the conquest 
of the. new domain of ultra-radio 
or very high frequencies (short 
waves). Even the existence of the 
vast range of frequencies above 
2000 kilocycles (below 150 meters) 
was hardly suspected, and certainly 
was generally forgotten up until 
less than a year ago.

An Experiment In Sonth Australia 
OUR years ago the education an- 
thorities of South Australia 
started an interesting experi- 

ment—a special department to sup- 

ply education for the lonely boys an‘4 
girls who lived too far away from 
any school to attend. This depart- 
ment in Adelaide—a map will be 
useful here—provides lessons for 
these boys and girls in Central Aus- 
tralia, as far north as Darwin, in 
the northern territory, east to the 
horders of Queensland and New 

South Wales, on to Kangaroo Island, 

and even to the lonely islands off the 

north coast of Australia. 

This strange school now numbers 
1167 pupils, and packets of lessons 
are sent to them every fortnight 
These travel by train, buggy, horse- 
back and camel, and receive the 
warmest of welcome on their ar- 
rival. In fact, these children are so 
keen, that, in some cases, those who 
could neither read nor write have

Across the Atlantic by Airship

airship instead of steamship! 

Dr. Hugo Eckener, who is an ex- 
pert on the question, 
pressing his Views on the subject of 
proposed airship routes. Traveling 
by air will certainly cause the world 
to shrink in and Dr. Eeckener 
feeis that it should lead to a growing 
unity and understanding between 
the nations. 

Probably a servicé of airships 
across the Atlantic will first be for 
mail carrying, and, according to Dr.

Moves to Wonderiul Quarters 


At the *eginning of this year the 
college was moved. On Mav 1, last, 
in the immense, beautiful Hacienda 
of Chapingo, 20 miles from Mexico 
City, were inaugurated the new Na- 
tional School of Agriculturey the Co- 
operative Pueblo of Chapingo for the 
workers of that place and the re- 
cently constructed irrigation works. 
So important was the event consid- 
ered that President Obregon, his cab- 
inet and the entire diplomatic corps 
attended. 

“Chapingo,” the name by which the 
acricultural college is now known, 
in Aztec means “a place where there 
are thorns.” Upon its soil three dis- 
tinct, historical epochs have left their 
iuprink 

During the colonial period Cha- 
pingo was a favorite playground of 
the Spanish nobles and magnatés, 
because of its wild game and 
beauty of its forests mirrored in the 
blue waters of Lake Texcoco. In 
the seventeenth century the Jesuits 
became masters of Chapingo. With 
the labor of the shaves of the con- 
quered race, they built a fortress- 
like mansion, with towers and 
merlons. After the expulsion of the 
Jesuits from New Spain and the 
Indies and the confiscation of their 
property by Charles IIT, the hacienda 
weain served as a convent for a time. 
During the period of Mexican inde- 
pendence the most notable occupant 
of Chapingo was General Manuel 
Gonzalez. This general, who had 
become a millionaire, converted the 
hacienda into a luxurious “Bohemian 
Grove.” tHe made siaves severai 
of the surrounding pueblos, whose 
inhabitants worked his lands, con- 
stfucted additional fine buildings: 
planted More trees; built cool, 
shaded walks, which were provided 
with fine statues and = sparkling 
fountains.

After various trips to Italy, the 
Tyrol, Canada, he was finally at- 
tra@ted by the opportunities offered 
in New Zealand, and in 1842 he left 
England. His sudden departure came 
as a surprise to his old friends, if 
we may judge by Browning’s whim- 
gical account in “Waring’—

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WOOL TRADE 
QUIETER AND 
PRICES EASY 
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Boston Quotations Reason- 
ably Firm—Foreign Mar- 
kets Slightly Off 


The wool trade is finding business 
slower this week, as might be expected, 
although there is some business being 
done. and the outlook for the coming 
heavyweight season is considered a 
bright one. 

Prices keep reasonably firm at Boston, 
nithough there is a disposition to trade 
on the part of some holders of fairly 
sizable stocks, but as a rule, quota- 
tions are firmly maintained and no 
one looks for any substantial decliné 
in prices. 

As for the foreign markets, there is, 
wenerally speaking, an easier tone pre- 
vailing almost everywhere, although 
this may be accounted for, in part, by 
the fact that some of the earlier sales 
were made under more or less excite- 
ment where a number of buyers were 
eperating without limits, so that prices 
were pushed up unduly high and are 
now seeking a lower level more on 
#% parity with the rest of the world’s 
markets. Everything considered, the 
situation seems to be a very sound one, 
In spite of the fact that values are on 
a high plane.

Cincinnati Symphony Plays 
Bach-Steinberg Chaconne 


CINCINNATI, Dec. 22 (Special 
Correspondence)-—With the Ameri- 
can premiére of the Bach-Steinberg 
Chaconne, the first local perform- 
ance of Brahms’ Serenade No, 2 and 
the “Pastoral’’ Symphony of. Bee- 
thoven, the fifth program of the sea- 
son presented by the Cincinnati 
Symphony Orchestra proved one of 
the most stimulating since Fritz 
Reiner became its conductor. From 
standpoints of subject matter and 
execution the concerts left little to 
be desired. 

The Chaconne has undergone two 
transformations since Bach set it 
down for performance by solo vio- 
lin.

In an interesting and thoughtful address

James M. Beck, Solic- 
itor-General of (the 
i : | United States, urged the 
1 Court Advise | proposal that in the 
| C soca? | interest of public policy 
Ongress. the country’s highest 
\ —, tribunal, the United 
States Supreme Court, 
should, upon request of Congress and the Presi- 
dent, give advisory opinions in advance of con- 
gressional action, as to the constitutionality 
of proposed legislation. He cited the interest- 
ing fact that only once in the country’s history 
has such advice been given. This was when 
President Monroe interrogated the court re- 
garding the power of Congress to make a 
federal appropriation of funds to be used wholly 
within a single state. 

In at least two previous instances the court 
had declined to give any opinion upon ques- 
tions referred to it by the Administration, as- 
serting that it was powerless to act except in 
matters brought before it by litigants. One of 
these instances was when President Washing- 
ton, who had presided over the Constitutional 
Convention, was confronted with the question 
as to whether a treaty between the United 
States and Louis XVI was binding after France 
had passed under the government of the 
Jacobins. He turned to the Supreme Court, as 
he believed he had the right to do, for advice 
as to what the Government's responsibilities 
were. 
no matter what the emergency, the court could 
not render an opinion except in litigated cases. 
Another instance was when Virginia and Ken- 
tucky had passed the first resolutions assert- 
ing the right of nullification. Alexander Ham- 
ilton, then Secretary of the Treasury, called 
upon the court to join with Congress and the 
President in protesting against the doctrine 
advanced. This the court declined to do. 

The attitude of the court is easily explained. 
Some forty vears before the meeting of the 
Constitutional Convention there had been pub- 
lished by the great French jurist and philoso- 
pher, Montesquieu, a treatise which maintained 
the theory that ‘when the legislative and execu- 
tive powers are united in the same person, or 
in the same body of magistrates, there can be 
no liberty. There is no liberty if the 
judiciary power be not separated from the 
legislative and the executive.” When the thir- 
teen American colonies adopted their own con- 
stitutions they wrote into them this theory of 
Montesquieu. Thus did it become an axiom, 
at least for the time being, that the three co- 
ordinated functions of government were, in 
fact, separate and independent departments. 
But this theory was not accepted literally by 
the framers of the federal Constitution. They 
did, it is true, divide the powers of the Gov- 
ernment into the executive, legislative and 
judicial, but they did not, in words, indorse 
the clear demarcation laid down by the French 
philosopher. 

But it is undeniable that although the Con- 
stitution fails to enunciate the Montesquieu 
theory literally, its interpretation, ever sinee 
the days of Madison and Hamilton, has been 
in support of the contention that that great 
document did, in essence, approve the French 
philosopher's theory. It is the view of Solic- 
itor Beck that this has made impossible any 
parliamentary government in the true sense of 
the word, and that there has not been that co- 
ordination which is the theoretical basis of the 
governmental form established. One result, it 
is insisted, is that Congress, which at one time 
discussed and determined great questions of 
constitutional law, now makes no pretense, of 
so doing. The Supreme Court, lacking the 
plenary power to invalidate a law upon its own 
motion, perforce permits the enactment and 
the enforcement of legislation of doubtful 
constitutionality. 

The question is whether, in the absence of 
a clear definition of authority, an implied 
power is invested in the court to render these 
advisory opinions upon request. If it can be 
shown that such co-operation is not forbid- 
den, either by action or intent, the ends of jus- 
tice, as well as the cause of national and indi- 
vidual progress, might best be served by a 
closer co-ordination of the three departments 
of Government. Surely the gulf which now 
seems to separate them should not be widened.

construction of small dwellings, or ‘“bungalows,”’ 

made of steel frames 
and plates, are claimed 
to have shown that for 
this kind of a building 
the cost is less than for 
brick or stone. Whether 
these structures will be 
found as satisfactory as 
living places, can, of 
course, only be told after a sufficient number 
have been occupied long enough to show that 
they are comfortable, and require no more ex- 
pense for painting and other repairs than the 
houses made out of the rock ribs or clay of 
mother earth. It is possible, by standardizing 
the production of the steel material, and simpli- 
fving the process of its assembling, that.a mod- 
erate-sized building can be erected at lower cost 
than that of a stone, brick, or even wooden 
house. Nothing has been said of the possibility 
of constructing tenements or flats wholly out 
of steel, the present proposition being devoted 
to supplying the urgent need for additional shel- 
ter for British workers, to whom low rents are 
a most important consideration. 

Another question that will, of necessity, arise, 
is that of durability. What effect the changes 
from cold to heat, and other factors, will have 
upon the best painted and protected steel, is a 
matter for experience to demonstrate. It is 
known that properly constructed buildings of 
the right kind of stone, or well-made brick, will 
endure for centuries. Anchored firmly by its 
own Weight, the old stone cottage with sloping

roof stands in many regions of Britain as it did 
when enterprising voyagers began to set sail for 
the Americas. It will require some sound argu- 
ments to convince the conservative British that 
the era of steel is to displace that to which they 
have so long been accustomed. 

There is still another consideration that will 
doubtless affect the popularity of the proposed 
fabricated dwellings. A stone or brick house, 
however humble, soon after its occupation takes 
on the character of a home. Vines clamber up 
its sides and shade its deep windows. Moss adds 
the effect of permanency, and from time to time 
various little touches and additions make it a 
part of the landscape, an ornament to the coun- 
tryside. The depictions given of the steel house 
do not indicate a home, rather a shelter. As a 
temporary relief for the undersupply of housing 
accommodations, the steel building may serve 
a useful purpose. It is hardly likely that with 
the great abundance of suitable stone and brick 
clay that exists practically everywhere in Great 


Britain, the homes of the future will be made’ 


out of steel by the thousands, like so many Ford 
motorcars. :

—that is to say, the 
| single school—has long 
4 been the ideal of the 
Radical Party. Put 
briefly, what is desired is that education— 
primary, secondary and superior—shall form a 
ladder on which any young Frenchman may 
climb from the bottom to the top, irrespective of 
his social position, irrespective, indeed, of every- 
thing except his capacity. At present there is 
an overlapping, and there is a division of classes. 
The rich child starts differently and he finishes 
differently. The poor child is confined to cer- 
tain studies, and can normally proceed no fur- 
ther. 

In practice it will not be easy to realize the 
conception of the single school. The French 
Radicals are not unaware of the difficulties, but 
they have always given a large place to educa- 
tion in their program, and they feel that the 
time has come to translate their aspirations into 
deeds. The primary school today rests on three 
pillars: it is free, it is obligatory and it is non- 
religious. But the French scholar of exceptional 
ability is virtually barred from proceeding un- 
aided to the higher branches of learning. He is, 
therefore, greatly handicapped, for in France 
educational diplomas are of much more im- 
portance than similar educational certificates 
are either in England or America. Without the 
degree of “bachelier’” it is almost impossible to 
obtain a large number of posts and quite impos- 
sible to obtain the best posts. It is a passport 
to nearly all the careers. It may fairly be said 
that in English-speaking countries it is nct of 
great importance, except in certain special quar- 
ters; what kind of official education a boy has 
had. He is judged by his efficiency and not by 
his diplomas. England, for example, has re- 
cently had a Prime Minister who came from the 
old board school. 

But France is exceedingly conservative in this. 
Careers may be open to talent of every kind— 
but onlv on condition that talent has passed by 
clearly traced paths. It is, therefore, essential 
that the way through the school should be made 
as easy as possible. That was why there was 
such an outcry against M. Léon Bérard when he 
issued a decree making Latin and Greek com- 
pulsoryv for those who wished to obtain their 
baccalauréat: that was why M. Francois AIl- 
bert, the Radical Education Minister, promptly 
withdrew the decree and made Latin and Greek 
optional. It was felt that another class distinc- 
tion was being drawn, for in the case of a boy 
who was compelled to think of his future career 
and prepare for it, living languages and scien- 
tific instruction would naturally be of more 
utility than Latin and Greek; whereas the boy 
who could look forward to a life of leisure could 
afford to devote his school days to the study of 
Latin and Greek. 

Now the Radicals hope to elaborate a scheme 
by which the single school—l’Ecole Unique— 
can be brought within the domain of the prac- 
tical. It remains to be seen what plan can be 
worked out which will meet the democratic 
view. M. Ferdinand Buisson has by no means 
an easy task. It would appear that the whole 
system will have to be remodeled: it would ap- 
pear that the present methods must be shat- 
tered from top to bottom. 


One can express no opinion on the feasibility 


of the demand until some kind of report is 
brought forward, but on the general desire of 
the Radicals to give every French bov an equal 
chance, so far as education is concerned, there 
can hardly be two opinions. The report will be 
awaited eagerly, and the experiment watched 
with the greatest possible interest and 


sympathy.

From the time of its organization Mr. Gompers was 
the warm friend of the National Committee on Prisons 
and Prison Labor; he kept closely In touch with its work 
and was never sparing in advice and encouragement. He 
was also a stanch supporter of the idea which is basic 
to the work of the committee, that prisoners must be 


employed in the production of supplies for use in state | 


institutions anf departments, and that they must be 
paid for their work. nl 
During the 


international labor problem. For this service the 
National Committee on Prisons and Prison Labor awarded 
Mr. Gompers one of its medals for distinguished service 
in prison work. 

Mr. Gompers’ last contribution to the prison work 
was in calling, at the headquarters of the American 
Federation of Labor in February of this year, a confer- 


| ence as a result of which the executive council of the 


American Federation of Labor approved the broad pro- 
gram for the adequate development o? prison industries 
and the marketing of prison products, and called upon 
state federations and co-operating organizations to bring 
about its adoption. 

The first program published by the National Commit- 
tee on Prisons and Prison Labor received from Mr. 
Gompers the commendation “Well done.”” No words could 
better express the service that Mr. Gompers himself 
rendered to the committee's work to bring about sane, 
practical and humane conditions in the prisons through- 
out this country.

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War Debts as Britain Sees Them 


To the Editor of The Christian Science Monitor: 


The interallied war debt question has roused an inten- 
sity of feeling in Britain understandable only when the 
case is looked upon from the British point of view. The 
immediate occasion of the demonstration of this feeling 
in London was the receipt of information that Paris had 


| opened negotiations with Washington for the funding of 
| the French war debt to the United States, not only before 


France's largely prior war debt to Britain had been liqui- 


_ dated, but also upon less onerous terms than those on 


which the corresponding British war debt to America is 


| to be repaid. 


Chagrin was further aggravated by expressions used 


' by Mr. Coolidge in his second annual address to Con- 
| gress, in which, speaking of these interallied war debts, 
| he enunciated the propositions, first, that “they should 
| be liquidated and paid as fast as possible,” and secondly, 


that “the terms may have to conform with the differ- 
ences in the financial abilities of the countries con- 
cerned’’—a reading of the matter which has been de- 
scribed in British circles as liable to result in giving to 
America all the payments, to France all the relief, and 
to Britain neither payments nor relief. 

It must never be forgotten in this connection that 
the debts in question arose as part of the great war 
effort made in common by the United States, Britain and 
France. To this effort each nation contributed according 
to its ability. France gave out of proportion of its man- 
hood, and borrowed heavily from both Britain and Amer- 
ica for munitions and supplies. Britain used its man- 
hood unstintingly and placed its stupendous credit at 
the service of the Allies, borrowing even more heavily 
than France from America to increase the effectiveness 
of its help. 

The end of the war thus found France mourning 
1,385,300 of her citizens, Britain 743,702 and America 
115,660. It found, also, France indebted £798,000.000 
($3,591,000,000) to the United States and £623,000,000 
($2,803,500,000) to Britain, on which debts nothing has 


| yet been paid, whereas Britain was left owing to the 


United States, roughly, £1,000,000,000 ($4,500,000,000), 
upon which interest and sinking fund are being paid. 
The war cost Britain over one-third of its total 
national wealth, compared with not quite one-fifth in 
the case of France, and something approaching one- 
eleventh in that of America. The percentages as calcu- 
lated by the Bankers’ Trust Company of New York are 
said to be 34.49 for England, 19.36 for France and 8.67 
for the United States. The. result of this is shown in

“Russian Propagand: Posters” 
To the Editor of The Christian Science Monitor: 

The letter from Mr. Alymer Maude in your issue of 
Nov. 21, under the heading, “Russian Propaganda 
Posters,” is most interesting. !. too, felt that the inter- 
pretation put upon the posters was misleading, but 
thought the translator was probably seeking to express 
the pictorial meaning as he saw it, rather than a lit- 
eral translation.
